Dr, Thomas Declares New Jersey 
_ Has Fallen Far Behind and 
Urges Ha!f-Mill Levy.

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., Feb. 21.— 
The half-mill tax for Higher education 
in New Jersey was strongly favored 
by President John M. Thomas of Rut- 


gers University in a statement today. 
It is estimated that tne bill, introduced 
in the Legislature Feb. 16, would give 
Rutgers from $2,500,000 to $3,000,000. 

Dr. Thomas said in the statement 
that New Jersey now &pends ‘less in 
making leaders of her young: men-and 
women than for the eare of delinquents 
and defectives. He said the State had 
fallen from the pre-eminent position 
which it once held in the educational 
world and the legislation was seriously 
needed. —— 

“At present New Jengey is less well 
supplied with college facilities than any 
other State in proportion to poptiiation 
and the State sends a larger percent- 
age of her youth outside the State for 
college education than any other com- 
monwealth.,’’ he. asserted. ‘‘More than 
75 per cent. of American college stu- 
dents attend institutions of their own 
States, but only. 18 per cent. attend 
New Jersey institutions.”’ 

He said Rutgers had placed all her 
facilities and endowments at the ser- 
vice of the State and that it would 
make the most:economical and effi- 
cient use of larger State support. 

“Enactment of this. bill would in a 
few years. build the Jaboratories .and 

rooms needéd for. all divi- 
sions of the State university,” he said: 
“It would also enable the institution 
to enter inviting new fields such as 
chemical, and architectural engineering: 
‘At the same time it would maintain‘all 
patts of the institution and provide 
for the increasing attendance. The 
catalogue issued .yesterday shows an 
added attendance this year of more 
than 1,000.” ‘

WOMEN ASK ACCURATE DATA 


20,000 Inquiries Result From Their 
Attempts to Be Fashionably Slim 
—Conference Today.

The desire of women to reduce their 
weight and attain a ‘“‘boyish figure’’ 
has led to a scientific study of the re- 
lation of the weight of adults to ther 
health, which will be made at a two- 
day conference in the New York Acai- 
emy of Medicine, 17 West Forty-tnird 
Street, beginning this morning. The 
conference was called by officials of 
the American Medical Association at 
the request of the Delineator Magazine. 
Twenty-five scientists, physicians, 
nutrition experts and -statisticians will 
attend the’ meeting, over which Dr. 
Wendell C. Phillips of New York, 
President-elect of the American Medi- 
cal Association, will preside. They. will 
attempt to determine accurate figures 
of adult normal weight to fit individual 
cases. 

More than 20,000 women wrote to The 
Delineator, according to the magazine, 
asking for advice on questions ,of 
weight, many of the inquiries resulting 
from unfortunate attempts to reduce 
weight. drastically to conform to the 
fashionable slim outline. They showed 
that women were doing almost any- 
thing to get thin, regardless of the ef- 
fect their efforts might have on their 
health. Mrs. William Brown Meloney, 
editor of The Delineator, appealed to 
physicians for advice and learned that 
there were no adult weight scales in 
existence except some United States 
Army charts, formulated after the Civil 
War and corrected after the Spanish- 
American War. . 

Dr. Phillips and Dr. Samuel Brown, 
President of the New York Academy 
of Medicine, agreed to call the con- 
ference so as to make up a table simi- 
lar. to that for children, based on 
weight, height and age, and to. dis- 
cuss the danger of unscientific weight 
reduction and determine, if possible, 
safe ways to increase and reduce 
weight.

on any subject at any time. 

Only recently Lord Birkenhead, the 
Secretary of State for India, ,who 
might be looked to for a good ‘eldenple 
because as Lord Chancellor he had 
been presiding officer of the Chamber, 
in the course of a‘ speech called Lord 
Arnold an ‘‘imbecile.’’

PARIS, Feb. 21.—The tenth anniver- 
sary of the start of the Battle of Ver- 
dun gives Frenchmen 2 non-escapable 
‘opportunity to exhort their fellow-citi- 
zens to efforts to win the post-war fi- 
nancial struggle and make a victory 
for the franc a sort of second moral 
barrier for the Third Republic. ‘ 

If memory of the famous battle a 
decade &go brings to the French a som- 
bre picture of the new battle to be won 
in conquering the difficulties of their 
‘domestic finances, it also supplies the 
Nationalists with food for sober 
thought, for the country is not stand- 
ing on its own resources, whereas Ger- 
many, which met defeat, now seems to 
them better off than the victors. 

Desiré Ferry, speaking at Verdun to- 
day before the tomb of the heroic Colo- 
nel Driant, expressed well this feeling 
which actuates so many Frenchmen. 
Addressing a delegation of Alpine 
chasseurs, he said: 

“Ten years after the battle of Ver- 
dun and seven -years after the final 
victory we see a reversal of all his- 
tory and all logic. The conquered en- 
emy pursues his revenge. He shirks 
all his responsibilities. He has nei- 


ther paid nor disarmed. Page by page 
he tears up the Treaty of Versailles. 
With aid from among some of us and 
some of our allies he prepares his 
coming rehabilitation. 

“Victors of Verdun, what has been 
done with your victory? mire ge 
ness of the war, its — and its 
consequences, s among us, skil- 
fully distilled internationalists of 
all colors. It 7 for our former aol· 
diers.to bring the return of reason 
and justice which should rule among 
nations.”’ 

It is natural that the Left should 
draw no lessons from Verdun, but 
many writers on Conservative pepers 
find that France is not “4 strong as 
she should be. Pertinax, in the Echo 
de Paris, laments what he sees as the 
fading of France’s power in Europe. 
With France tied by the Treaty of Lo- 
carno he sees the Little Entente 
swinging to Italy as its leader, because 
Italy has a man who is not afraid: 
He cites the vigorous action of Mus- 
solini toward the Germans and to- 
ward.the Austrians as showing the 
best Méans to prevent union between 
Germany and Austria. 

“Ttaly’s master considered it indis- 
pensable to proclaim his determination 
after the Treaty of Locarno had 
marked :a slump’ in ‘the -policy of; 
France, up to now the chief pillar of 
the treaty of 1918,” he says. 
trahzed France risks counting no more 
in.

“To those who rejoice to see our 
burden lightened we would say every- 
thing has its price and that sooner or 
later Itaiy, which wants more terrt- 
tory overseas, will send us her bill.”’ 

Many writers find that the present 
régime gives France a Government of 
‘men who are not worth those who 
won Verdun,~ apparently forgetting 
that M. Briand was then Premier also. 
The next ten days may show how 
good the analogy is, for France faces 
a hard time, and her fate hangs large- 
ly on the strength the Briand Govern- 
ment can show.

| Washington Could Tell ‘White Lies,’ 
Professor Declares, Quoting Diaries 





NEW -HAVEN, Feb. 21.—George 
Washington told two ‘white lies,” ac- 
cording to his own diaries, said Pro- 
fessor Henry M. Lawrence of the de- 
partment of history at Connecticut Col- 
‘lege, today. 

‘Professor Lawrence quoted the dia- 
ries, which have just been published 
to show that. Washington told a ‘‘white 
He’’ to escape discomfort during a jour- 
ney into the South in 1791, éne. diary 
disclosing, in Washington’s words: 

“Having suffered very much by the 
dust yésterday, and finding that par- 
ties of horse and 4 number of other 
gentlemen were intending to attend 
part of. the way today, I caused their 
enquiries respecting the time of my 
setting out to be answered that I 
should endeavor to do it before 8 
o’clock; but I did it a (little after 5, 
by which means I avoided the incon- 
veniences above mentioned.’’ 

‘The professor mentioned another in- 
cident of the same year, when Wash- 
ington feared that some of his slaves, 
taken with the family to Philadelphia, 
might claim their freedom under the 
Pennsylvania laws. He wrote to his 
secretary to get them back into Vir- 
ginia, ‘under any pretext, that may de- 
ceive both them and the public,’’ 

Professor Lawrence slowed . that 
Washington was fond of horses: and

racing, fox hunting and card playing, 
and, like most gentlemen. of his time 
Pand place, he played for money. He 
was in no sense a plunger, his ac- 
counts showing losses for an evening 


as high as $35 and winnings .up to 
$60. -In one of his account books -he

“Went up to Alexandria to the purse 
race.”’. says the diary. .The only sur- 
prising thing about this entry is the 
date, May 16, 1799. Washington was 
then 67 years old.

Sometimes he spent several 
days at the races, and spiced his en- 
joyment by theatre parties and danc- 
ing and by placing a few bets. The 
following entries in the diary for 1773 
will illustrate:

“29--Dined at Mr. Sprig’s and went 
to the play in the evening.”

“The memorandum shows how, much 
confidence and reliance Washington 
had in the man who later became his 
Secretary of State and finally fourth 
Président-of the United States," said 
Mr. Brooks, who explained that Wash- 
ington was. supposed to have written 
more than 30,000 letters, and that un- 
known documents were coming to light 
every now and then.

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' SECOND THOUGHTS ON THE DEBT. 
It is gratifying. to learn that the 
Democratic Senators are not to make 
opposition to the Italian debt: settle- 
ment a party question. The an- 
mnouncement to the contrary, some 
days ago, was evidently premature.

_ Shere, surely, was the issue which 
the Democrats long had sought and 
.* mourned because they found it not. 
However, on Saturday, a number of 
Democratic Senators met with their 
floor Jeader, Mr. -RoBINSON, ‘to . talk 
the matter over. They had. the ad- 
- vantage of the presence and counsels 
‘of Senator Borat, the Republican 
Chairman of the Foreign Relations 
Committee. His ardent support of the 
President is of the kind which leads 
him to do his best to dish the plans 
.of the Administration whenever he 
finds it convenient to do so. But even 
after he had given his advice to the 
Democratic Senators, they were not 
able to agree and finally seem to 
have concluded that it would never do

against the Italian debt settlement. 
Such a course was: variously de- 
scribed as ‘‘inexpedient,” “ hazard- 
ous,’”’ even “‘a boomerang.’

UTILITIES FOR SAVINGS BANKS. 
A bill has been thtroduced at Albany: 


utility companies, legal investments for 
sayings banks. The idea is favored 
by the State Savings” ‘Banks’ Associa- 
tion and by authoritative speakers be- 
fore the American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion, Naturally, officials of utility 
companies approve the opening of this 
market for their issues. For five suc- 
cessive yéars such securities have 
led the list. The total for 1925 was 
$1;496,000,000, a new maximum, three 
times the record of 1921. Since -that 
year the whole. amount has been 
nearly five billions.” ‘They have been 
high market favorites. Discriminat- 
ing investors have taken. oyer two 
billions. The Controller of the Cur- 
rency reports that national banks 
‘since 1920 have increased their invest- 
ments of this-sort by 45 per cent. The 
annual-report of the New ‘York Life 
Insurance Company, issued a few days 
ago, expressed satisfaction with its in- 
vestment of $35,000,000 in this class 
of securities. 

.There are public utilities able to sell 
their securities with ease. 
panies command the money market 
without legislation in their favor. Yet 
even so recently as 1922 utility bonds 
were in default to.a total of $363,714,-

It is useless for me 
to repeat. here, in this place, the ex- 
plicit statements made over. and over 
again by my Governmenfé,’ which * 
gards it as the duty‘of loxaity in’ its 
relations with foreign powers never to 
interfere in’ their home affairs. 

So far as concerns the activity.of the 
Third International, it depends not on 
the Soviet Government but on thé 
genéral economic conditions of the 
world. If there is an economic and 
political stabilization of thd capitalist 
world, the Third International is neces- 
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“With Capitalist Nations: ” 
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sarily bound to take into account this 
stabilization. 

There is another fact to which I wish 
to draw attention. That is the feeling 
of the great masses of the Russian 
people toward, the capitalist world. It 
is ‘beyond question that the Russian 
masses, as has happened in all other 
countriés at the moment of a “great 
revolution, ‘were insp' by a — 
‘of revolutionary proselytism. 

It was due—and this must never be 
forgotten—to the fear that the capi- 
talist States were aiming at the de- 
struction of the Soviet Union. This 
fear was justified by the economic 
blockade of Soviet Russia »and by 
armed intervention, as well as by the 
war waged against us by Poland at the 
instigation of other powers. - 

It was quite natural that in the face 
of these dangers the Russian people 
said to itself: 

“So long as there is no revolutionary 
change in the other countries, our na- 
tional existence will be in danger.” ~ 

‘It is only by a change of attitude on 
the part of the powers toward Russia 
that this’ state of feeling can be modi- 
fied or transformed. It.is this very 
fear which determined the attitude of 
the Soviets toward the League of Na- 
tions. 

We — it is not so much from de- 
sire for peace that efforts are being 
made to draw Russia. into the League 
as to exert upon her an influence at 
‘once collective, organized and direct, 


which will bring about a change in her 
political and social régime. 

The social character of Russia byAt-. 
self precludes any policy.of aggression. 
The OctobeF Revolution was carried 
out both as a protest.against war and 
in order to emancipate the peoples of 
the former Czarist empire from exploi- 
tation, misery, ignorance and disease. 
This ‘immense \task.. can ,only ‘be 
achieved if we direct-all our resources 
and energies to that.end. bi 

Now, war is bound to upset our 
plans and cause vast new. losses in 
material and men. There.is not a sin- 
gle man in Russia who preaches the 
doctrine of war. Our desire is the 
elimination of war forever as a means 
of settling disputes between nations. 

But we believe the attainment of 
this object requires the suppression 
of the economic and political causes 
of war. The shortage of markets for 
industrial production and the lack of 
raw materials, which are the two main 
causes of war in capitalist society, can 
be removed by .peaceful agreements 
which satisfy the interests of. all.coun- 


tries. That is why we favor close| to 


economic 
tions. 
The negotiations with Mgiand in 
1924, which were very néarly brought 
to a successful conclusion by the sig- 
nature .of the treaty with the Labor 
Government, were subsequently af- 
nulled.

GOLF 

The Secretary of the United. States 
Golf Association, H. H. Ramsay, has 
recently called attention to the fact 
that the astounding growth of golf in 
America has added greatly to the re- 
sponsibilities of that association: He 
emphasizes the necessity for keeping 
amateur golf spotiessly amateur. 

The amateur rule in golf is both clear 


and simple: It states that an amateur 
is “‘one who, after attaining the age of 
16, has not (a) carried clubs for hire; 
(b) received any -consideration, either 
directly or indirectly, for playing or for 
teaching the game, or for playing in a 
match or tournament; (c) because of 
his skill as a golfer received after the 
3ist of December, 1922,-a salary or 
remuneration, either directly or in- 
directly, from any firm dealing in 
goods relating to’ the playing of. the 
game; (d) played for a money prize in 
any competition.”’ 


Additions From Committee. 


_To this the Committee on Rules has 
added the information that ‘‘lending 
one’s name or likeness for the adver-. 
tisement or sale of anything.except as 
a dealer, manufacturer or inventor 
thereof in the usual course of business”’ 
or “permitting one’s name to be adver- 
—* or published for pay as the author 

of books or articles on golf of which 
one is not actually the author’ con- 
stitute a forfeiture of amateur stand- 
ing. 

But in gpite of clearly defined rules 
and explanations, the Secretary’s office 
is besieged with inquiries which would 
tend to warrant the belief that either 
the rules are not clearly understood or 
that they are-being scrutinized for 
loopholes.

LONDON, Feb. 21.—Large amounts 
of gold arrived in London last week, 
but these shipments were practically 
without benefit to the Bank of Eng- 
land. On Monday £1,000,000 of Rus- 
sian gold became available, of which 
- the Bank of England secured £545,000, 
the Continent and India taking the 
balance. On Tuesday £737,000 arrived 
from South Africa, of which the Bank 
bought £239,000, the Continent £400,- 
000 \and India £50,000, the balance go- 
ing to the trade: 
Out of £1,750,000 gold, the Bank 
. thus secured £750,000. - But this was 
largely offset by setting aside another 
£600,000 at the Bank of England as 
@ reserve against the Hongkong note 
issue. For the week ended Iast 
Wednesday, therefore, the Bank was 
able to report a net influx of only 
£170,000. 


Berlin Took Gold From London. 


Most of the gold taken for the Con- 
tinent was on -the 
bank’s account, and it is expected that 

‘more will go in the same direction in 
connection with the replacement of 
the Reichsbank’s foreign gold holdings 
by gold. India not only took golf 
from the London market, but engaged 
further fairly large amounts for direct 
shipment from South Africa, The 
same may be said of Australia, thus 
the amounts which will come forward 
later to London have been reduced. 

India’s demand for gold has revived 
strongly. ‘The bultion brokers, now 
as ‘always, find it- very .difficult to 
gauge the possible: future require- 
ments. India’s power to absorb gold 
is great, but the demand is often 
erratic, so that the money market is 
hoping that the present demand will 
soon slacken. 


‘Bank Rate and Market. © 


The condition essential to a lower 
bank rate is ‘an influx of gold. When 
the bank rate was advanced to 5 per 
cent. last December the bank held 
£145,660,000 in gold. Since then it 
has lost a further £2,316,000. During. 
that period gold exchanges have moved 
substantially in London’s favor but 
none of them has risen to the gold 
import point.
